International Student Relief 
Theme of W.U.S. Meeting 



(Special to The Dally) . . 
The 7th annual world .university discontent reflected at Laval earlier 



Service .(I.S.S.) conference.' swung 
into' action Friday afternoon. Oct. 
10, as' more than 65 delegates and 
observers convened at Laval Uni- 
versity to determine policies and 
prpMduiaa-ot.thawod^ 
service of Canada. 

A motion presented by the uni- 
versity of Montreal and ratified by 
all delegations except the university 
of ■ B.C. was • determined that the 
main theme of W.U.S.C. will be ma- 
quarters at Geneva. 

Forming an integral part of the 
emphasis on material: relief is a 
new program advanced by W.U.S.C. 
national secretary, Ralph Mosher, 
as a substitute to the now defunct 
displaced person student service. 
The program is one of Implementa- 
tion of a program of technical fel- 
lowships which would enable sel- 
ected students from. Africa, the 
middle east, and south east Asia to 
pursue courses in technical facul- 
ties such as medicine, agriculture, 
education, engineering, forestry, 
etc., at Canadian universities. 
. .Tuition and fees of these scholars 
would be .the responsibility of the 
local committees. National office 
would accept the responsibility for 
investigating with W.U.S.' interna- 
tional- and • U.N.E.s;C.O., the pos- 
sibility of transportation coverage. 

This programme, it was advanced, 
would be indicative of the present 
trend toward mutual aid. .

Student Enrolment 
Shows Decrease 



Total enrolment for this session 
shows a decline over the enrolment 
for the same date last*ycar, McGill 
authorities announced today. 

At the same time while there has 
been a decline in veteran enrol- 
ment, the civilian population of stu- 
dents has. been- increasing year by 
year and- it is notable -that in First 
Year enrolment is generally- higher 
than the year before. 

At present there are 5,603 students 
enrolled at McGill as compared with 
5,775 last year at- this time. 

Last year's total enrolment for the 
session was, however, 6.860. This 
means that between October, and 
February last year enrolment In- 
creased by 1.085. Of these 721 were 
In the graduate faculty and 303 
others enrolled. 

Using Uic same pattern for this 
year, authorities guess that en- 
rolment will reach. 6,633. This 
number is made up of th* 5,603 
now enrolled plus approximately 
700 graduât* ' students and .300 
others late in enrolling. This 
would mean that the drop in total 
registration would only be about 
200 over last year's figures. 

The number of men students In 



the Faculty of Engineering is 
higher this year than In any other 
faculty. 

There are more men engineer- 
ing students, for example, than 
the total number of men students 
in Arts, Science and Commerce 
all together. There are 1,302 men 
engineers as compared with 1,291 
men- in Arts, Science and Com- 
merce. 

This Is the first year that this 
has been so. McGill authorities 
feci that, this reflects the great In- 
dustrial development of Canada 
and the desire of young men to 
train themselves to take part in it. 

One seventh of the students en- 
rolled last year were veterans. 
There was, however, a drop of 650 
students from the previous session 
of -1950-51 in veteran 'enrolment and 
authoritios figure on an equal de- 
cline for this year. ' 

The total number of students en- 
rolled for degrees this year is 4,763 
as compared with 4,907 last year. 
There are 572 students enrolled for 
diploma courses and 268 partial 
students. This brings the number of 
students at present enrolled at Mc- 
Gill to 5,603.

The conference ' closed with the 
election of Right Honourable Vin- 
cent Massey, Canada's Governor 
General, as honorary president of 
the W.U.S.C. Dr. R. J. Coleman, pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, was re-elected 
chairman of the national commit- 
tee.

e Communist - dominated International 
Union of Students, to which many Western 
countries only have inactive affiliation, has 
been making much propaganda over its aid to 
students of poorer countries. This has made 
a favourable impression on students in those 
countries receiving this aid — especially those 
from Asia. 

This effect has been somewhat counter- 
balanced by the work of WUS which has, 
since its inception in 1920, provided over 
15,000,000 in relief to universities around the 
world. Since the Communists have no repre- 
sentative on this body— although they were 
offered affiliation— they cannot lay claim to 
any of its work. 

In the past week delegations to the > T FCUS 
conference favouring the student exchange 
proposal have been emphasizing the danger 
of Soviet -propaganda if the plan is not ap- 
proved—namely, that we are raising our own 
Iron Curtain to students from the East. And 
now the plan is not going through. 

But the past is past. At the ISS conference 
held yesterday a unanimous approval was 
given a plan to increase material aid to needy 
universities. It is in such ways that we can 
hope to regain some of our international 
prestige with European and Asian students.

Apparently, 
the minority at Quebec temporarily lost sight 
of the fact that the examination and exchange 
of new ideas is the very substance of the 
University. ' 

We can do more, however, than bemoan 
the shortsightedness of the few. We can seri- 
ously consider that McGill, cither alone or in 
conjunction with thcimajority, make arrange- 
ments for their own Student Exchanges. 

It seems that students in other countries , 
are willing to take-action to further their 6wn 
beliefs. It would be only fitting then, for us 
to demonstrate concern for our own demo- 
cratic processes, and for world peace and 
understanding, by meeting Russian students 
on thè campus instead of on the battlefield.

Have Faith in Ourselves 



Sir,— -Thé Praesidium of our National 
Fédération' has decided that the expressed 
wishes of the vast majority of .the member- 
ship are to be ignored and their intentions 
frustrated. 

As we see it, it does not matter whether 
we are individually for or against the pro- 
posed exchange of students with Russia. The 
matter was resolved by our best attempt at a 
democratic approach some months ago. The 
quesiion now turns on our faith in the pro- 
' cesses by which our people come to a decision. 
Do we believe in majorities or must we bow 
to minorities? Shall the "opinions" of à re- 
gional political leader, however popular, dic- 
tate the policy of a national organization? 
Do we settle large issues on the trembling 
grounds of fear" and fear alone? What infra- 
Red propaganda this is. 

In the second place, what are the argu- 
ments against the proposal? Ignore the en- 
tirely irrelevant business about exchanging a 
Canadian for a Russian— the trend of East- 
West traffic in the recent past ought to have 
taught us that we arc more likely to gain the 
Russian without losing the Canadian. But per- 
haps the scheme is a waste of money; perhaps 
we shall choose our delegation in good faith, 
while the Reds shall choose theirs for purposes 



of State (we do not doubt they shall) ; pro- 
bably the reception given the Canadians in 
Russia would be a. Party party.. 

It may be that these arguments ought to 
have prevailed; but, in the best way we know, 
Canadian students decided otherwise. That 
being so, is not the opportunity ours as well 
as Russia's to show off a way of life? Let the 
most convinced Party member come and see 
,the freedom of expression in our labour jour- 
nals, our college papers, our newspapers and 
magazines. Let him see religious and political 
clubs of all convictions' flourishing in our 
State-supported universities. Let him see for' 
himself our "wage slaves" driving to work, 
our "victimized masses," our "chained pro- 
letarians," our 'fascist, regimented youth." Let 
him see. If he is impressed, so much the bet- 
ter. If he is not, we are no worse off after than 
before. v 

At any rate, we question whether we are 
justified in turning down any possibility of 
human contact with the Russians. God knows 
the Russians have shut off many, passages 
themselves but wo need not be guided by 
them. Furthermore, the writers would rather 
meet a pair of Russians face, to face than 
MIG to SABRE.

"But you will want to know why 
I tell you this. You are college 
students, educated to appreciate 
quality, .You, .knowing .quality 
Should Insist on its propagation! 

"You have a newspaper, you 
should demand that . a higher 
caliber of entertainment bu of- 
fered." < 

The McGill Dally is not the only 
college newspaper honoured with 
a visit of Bull Rathbone. At every 
possible opportunity he visits Uni- 
versities and Colleges to talk with 
students and to gain their support 
in his criujde for better entertain- 
ment.
